Somz remarks appeared a-few-days since 
in the Amoy Gazette, on the advisability 
of obtaining: “ security” for native. ser- 
vants, which have a most direot applica- 
tion to the circumstances and cdnditiona 
-of this Colony. The example given by 
the Chineso in this matter of engaging 
servants is held up to the foreign resi- 
dent,. It is well known that the Chinese 
master never hires a servant, domestio 
or otherwise, unless that employé is well 
known by a respectable shopkeopar or 


-{ householder, and ,is accompanied by a 


guarantee for his good behaviour, “This. 
practice,” says our contemporary, “which 
is jut one branch of that great syatom of 
mutual responsibility which is one of 
‘the maingtaya of the Chinese society and 
State, offers advantages which it is short-. 
sighted to overlook and suicidal not to 
make uee of.” ‘There can be no doubt 
whatever that this is a safe principle ; 
but it is not so easy to carry it out as 
our contemporary would seem to imply, 
Respectable servants.and willing “ seou- 
rities” must be more plentiful in Amoy 
than they are here if no difficulty is ever 
experienced in. obtaining guarantees for 
the good behaviour of domestios or em- 
ployés, Much has been attempted here 
with the object of facilitating the engage- 
ment of ‘servants, as well as of keeping a 
satisfactory hold over them after they 
are engaged. Our Registration: Ordin- 
ance accomplished some good, until the 
wily Celestial discovered that hé could 
obtain- 9 -situation- with--Wong Asam’s 
regiatration ticket quiteas well as with his 
own, and that his ticket was not of the’ 
slightest use to the Police if he departed 
to his native. place taking hia master’s 
spare cash with him, Still, so far as it 
.can be’done in Hongkong, foreign resi+ 
denta here ought to have as many of their 
servants recommended, guaranteed, or 
“ secured,” or all three, as. ciroumstances 
may. permit,

doncording that country and its inhabitants. 
To most fenglishmen, China. is ‘at the pre- 
sont'timo ao utterly unknown region. Its 
geography and history. aro‘never taught in 
our echools. . Until quite recontly the study 
of Chineso was not in any way recognized 
by our Universities. In ordinary timos'tho 
cditors of our newspapers, reviews and 
magazines seldom think it worth whilo to 
ive the public any news of what is passing 
m Chins. Under’ these circumstances the 
ignorance of evon educated people amongst 
as in regard to China is .scaroely to be 
wondered at, though it is certainly a matter 
for regret. Would it avt bo possible, and 
would it not be worth while, to establish 
some organization for improving this state 
of things? 7 
I once honrd it observed, by one who 
‘holds a foremost placo amonget English 
Sinologists, that The Friend.of China might 
become a perfectly. invaluable publication if 
its acopo were enlarged and it wore well 
supplied with contributions of a first-rate 


order, written by men whose names were a: 


guaranteo for the roliablé character of the 
information which they furnished. A pub- 
lication of this kind would never haye more 
than a limited circulation, but a Society 
which mado provision for the delivery of 
popular lectures on China, and which aimed 
at introducing into the periodical literature 
of the day, short and interesting articles on 
Chineso matters, might do much to stimu- 
late 5 general intorest in that country and 
its people, The awakening of auch an 
interest would help, B i 
draw public attentign to the question of the 
present policy of Great”Britain in the mat- 
ter of the Opium trade, and thus, sooner or 
later, to make 9 continuance of that policy 
impossible, . 

IL, In an interesting: article on “ The 
Chinese ge Colonists,” which appearéd in 
The Nineteenth Century for last September, 
from the pen.of Sir-Walter Medharst, allu- 
gion is made to thé growing disposition 
which the Chinese show to leave theirnative 
‘country in order to colonize other lands. 
In that. article “SirW. Medhurst makes 
various proposals. for improving the type 
and condition of the Chinese who emigrate. 
Hoe thinks that international arrangements 
might be mado between the Government of 
China and various Western powers, whereby 
the omigration of the Chinese would be pro- 
porly regulsted,. and the welfare of the 
emigrants, in their adopted countries, would 
be provided for. But, even supposing ar- 


rangements of this kind to be, made, one |’ 


cannot overlook the danger of oppression, 


-\ which always exists when a weaker race 


comes into contact with a stronger one, hor 
can one forget how, by means of this op- 

réssion, the seeds of a lasting enmity and 

atred arc sown in 
pressed agdinst their oppressors. Happily. 
the gross and barbarous cruelty which has 
beon practised upon the Chinese coolies in 
Cuba, has never been equalled in Australia, 
or-even in San. Francisco. These outrages 
upon humanity have attracted the notice of 
the Anti-Slavery Socioty, and have called 
forth its sympathy aud aotive interference j 
but even in Anétralia and in Son Francisco, 
cagea of harsh and unjust dealing with 
Chinese immigrants have not been unfre- 
quent, and any Society which would station 
agents in those countries, to watch ‘the in- 
teresta of tho Chinese, to-take their part 
when they ere unfairly treated, and to en- 
foroa the laws that exist for their protection,

The trath is that the Chinese 
have not seen much of the brightest and 
best side of our modern civilization, They 
have seon our steamers and our appliances 
of war,,they have heard a great deal of our 
railways and telegraphs, and they have 
long been in the habit of purchasing our 
manufactures ; but they have had little or 
no opportunity of seeing what Christianity, 
ag distinguished. from mere material pro 
gress, has done for Western nations— 
specially, in the way of mitigating every 
form of suffering and distress. Here an 
there they have seen, and thankfully availed 
themselves of the ‘advantages of a Mission 
Hospital, but would they not have formed 
a truer estimate of our Christianity, if-they 
had reslized what effecta it haa produced 
in creating smongst Christians an '* enthu- 
sinsm of humanity,” evincing itself in 
countless forms of ministry to sufferers of 
almost every description ? We have amongst 
ourselyes bomes and asylums for the 
fatherless and the widow, for the bifad, 
the insano, the incurable. Why should not 
a Society exist for the purpose of carrying 
out work of philanthropy in India and in 
China? “In both those ‘countries thero is 
pt all times an, amount of poverty and 
want, of which people who have never left 
England can form no idea, Have we no 
good news of God's care for men’s physical 
necessities to take to the heathen}. If we 
have not, our Qbristianity must be altoge- 
ther unlike the Christidnity of Christ, and 
it’ will be Jong enough before it makes 
tauch way amongst unbelievers: But it is 
my firm conviction that this question only: 
needs to be properly ventilated in this and 
other Christian countries in order to, elicit 
8 warm and generous response," ,

in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. Tho 
public are therefore recommended, in al) 
such cases, to use elther wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do'the same. 


The rogistration of a packet makes its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary cireymstances, a regis- 
tered packet can. be traced through its whole 
course;°and thus the loss of a registered 
packetis a very rare occurrence.
